"A portable terminal comprising a transmitter, a receiver, an alarm, a light 
detection part, and a decision part; the decision part decides whether or not to transmit 
a present in prescribed location indication signal based on the brightness of light 
detected by the light detection part." 

"A portable terminal comprising a transmitter, a receiver, and an alarm; wherein 
the receiver receives a specified present signal from a specified portable terminal 
informing that it is present or in close proximity to a prescribed location, then the 
transmitter does not transmit a present indication signal in the prescribed location." 

"An information provision system comprising a first and a second portable 
terminals that move together with a moving body, information provision equipment, and 
a server; wherein the first and the second terminals each transmits moving speed 
information to the information provision equipment, the information provision equipment 
notifies the server when the first portable terminal is near the information equipment, 
and the server uses the moving speed information, the current position of the 
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information provision equipment and information on danger affecting the current position 
to notify the second portable terminal that said first portable terminal is in a region of 
danger."
